Tliey are ben¬ 
eficial plant imsects which feed on 
Hie mealy hugs and oHier citrus 
pests. .Mr. .McF'arlin saiil Hie> 
were wortli a cent apiece in any 
quantity, hecau.se of their protec¬ 
tive value to orcliards.

prince.

Sierra Madre’s new election pre¬ 
cinct map looks as if it had been 
prepared by an expert in jigsaw 
puzzle maps.

After spending a full week on 
the A ukon water.s, we again gave 
up for the boat for rail transpor - 
utioii i.nd co'icinued our trip over 
Uncle Sam’s railroad, extendir'g 
from Eairbanks to the sea at 
Sewaro. 

Fairbanks, the metropolis of the 
heart of Alaska, is some hOO miles 
inland. Is practically the only 
town in the interior and boasts of 
.six or eight hundred souls. 

Near Fairbank.s is located the 
most northerly technical college in 
the world and also an e.xperi- 
inental farm of the Department of 
-Agriculture of the Unite.l States. 
To see the products growing on 
this farm is almost like the model 
farms of Willamette .Valley I 
wrote about a.s vve came througii 
Oregon.
